Apparently the ST has passed 
FCC approval, and ion so ureas say that thay 
have already baan racalvad and ora aal ting for 
drives and monitor*. We all! be taking a sign 
up of emrlaueLy interested buyers only next 
■eating so that as can give Atari a round 
flgura of hoa aany systees «i would Lika to 
purchase. Tha preliminary deal Is 1799.00 for 
each system that Includes 520 ST, monitor and 
1/2 MEG drive. And for every 10 machines me 
order, va vILL receive one system free. Va 
alll than be able to discount all 11 machines 
by the cost of the 11th machine. This works 
out to about a 9% discount. Again this la a 
preliminary program that la subjact to furthar 
discussion at Atari. 

Big Hartmann said that these systems will 
be available only In computer specialty stores, 
end not the K-Hsrte. Thie Is news to us, since 
they originally said that the mass 
merchandisers will be the major distribution 
source . 

As a result of our group purchase of Atari 
HacroAesemble rs for the Crawford Assembly 
dess, we hava 6 or 7 Left for non-class 
members, They will be available for $15.00 
each at the main meeting. We mill also have 
available copies of the new version "DOT" -
